SUBJECT : Summer Intern Program Critique 


From the outset I would like to express appreciation to 
those who make the summer intern program possible. I have 
found it a most beneficial program not only for myself as a 
student, but for the Agency as well. If the other interns 
have profited as much as I from this summer, then we shall 
all make good public relations personnel when we return to 
our respective schools. 


As in all programs, however, there naturally is room 

for improvement. In my estimation, the matter which deserves 
most attention is housing. I for one was quite dismayed upon 
arrival to find exorbitant rental rates and year leases. I 
think it might be wise in the future to locate temporary 
housing for the students before they arrive. A list of 
Agency personnel willing to rent rooms to the interns could 
be compiled and sent to the students prior to their arrival 
in the city.

The search for living quarters is, in all honesty, the 
low point of the summer. For the most part, I found my work 
very interesting, and in all cases good experience. I was 
fortunate to work in two of the branches in the Cartography 
Division. This gave me a broader view of cartographic opera- 
tions on the whole. I would suggest that this arrangment be- 
come the rule and not the exception. 


The schedule of speakers was impressive, and most of them 
were very interesting.
